HALIFAX, N. S., Sept. 2.—The bri 
T. W. Arogas, which left Liverpoo 
on the 12th of February for Barba Oe, 
has not been heard of since. 

The schooner Good Intent, of 
Archat, was towed into port on Fri- 
day, full of water. Five bodies were 
taken from her hold. 

The schooner Sassacus, of Province- 
town, Massachusetts, was lost at Cape 
Negro, N. S., on Sunday night, dur- 
ing a storm. She was from the Grand

The Captain 
and crew left in three davies, and 
were out all night. On the 25th, one 
of the davies, containing Joseph Sil- 
ver, Manuel Silver and Anthony 
Thomas, of New Bedford, John 
Thomas, of Boston, Amos Corkum 
and John Muxes, of Halifax, 
landed at the Bacios light sta- 
tion, since which time nothing 
further has been heard of the other 
davies, which are believed to be lost.

During the storm all hands 
were lost.

Five Hundred Legal Tender Notes 
Editors’? Should Look 
Well to“ Their Legal Tenders.’’ « 
WASHINGTON, Sept. '2.—The fol- 
lowing is the difference between the 
genuine and counterfeit five hundred 
legal tender note of the issue of 1869, 
The upright that holds the balance 
of the seales held in the hand of the 
female figure shows a white line in 
the counterfeit over the lower part of 
the palm of the hand; to the second 
figure in the genuine the upright is 
quite black and lost in shadow. The 
lower part of the right in the por- 
trait the lapel of the coat, or the por- 
trait of Adams in the counterfeit, 
forms an angle; in the genuine it is 
a distinct curved line ; also the but- 
tons in the counterfeit are irregular 
in shape, while in the genuine they 
are decidedly round and darker in 
color. 
Particular attention is called to the 
button on the left side of the coat on 
the counterfeit. In the word ‘‘Wash- 
ington” in the counterfeit note the 
black shade forming the first stroke 
of the letter“ W“ forms an angle at

IN MEMORIAM. 
Hon. Daniel Moreau Barringer. 


The telegraph has flashed the sad 
but not unexpected news of the de- 
mise of this distinguished North Car- 
olinian at the Greenbrier White Sul- 
plhur Springs, on the afternoon of 


the Ist inst. Aside from the usual 
solemn feelings produced by this vis- 
itation of the, Kingof Terrors, there is 


an unusual melancholy attaching to 
his death. He was one of the few re- 
maining links in the chain connect- 
ing the present to the past-prosperous 
era in our State’s history. e was 
contemporary, in the Convention of 
1835, with Macon and Gaston anda 
nuinber of other distinguished men 
who have long since passed away 
but whose memories are embalm 
in the hearts of their fellow-citizens 
—whose deeds and virtues are honor- 
ed by the muse of History. He stood 
among this generation like some 
towering oak, calm dig- 
nity the lightning’s bolt or wild 
whirlwind’s power, to send its totter- 
ing form crashing to the earth—there 
sleepand moulder with its comrades of 
former years. This host has fallen! We 
sadly deposit in the tomb one whose 
career was alike honorable, and to 
his native State. He was one of the 
surviving types of those honest, pat- 
riotic christian gentleman who, in 
the purer and better days of our na- 
tional history, made for North Caro- 
lina such a proud and glorious record. 
Mr. Barringer was the son of Gen. 
Paul Barringer, and was born in Ca- 
barrus county, North Carolina, Jul 
1806; consequently he was a little 
over 67 years old at the time of his 
death. At a very early age he gave 
evidence of the talent and virtues 
which won him prominence in after 
years. He was sent to finish his edu- 
cation at Chapel Hill, where he gradu- 
ated in 1826.. He afterwards read law 
under the late Chief Justice Ruffin. 
In 1829, he was honored by his fellow- 
citizens of Cabarrus county with a 
seat in the House of Commons of the 
General Assembly of. North Carolina, 
where he continued to serve his con- 
stituents with fidelity and abilit 
until 1834. So well and able 
did Mr. Barringer discharge 
this trust, that the people of his na- 
tive county testified their apprecia- 
tion of his services by honoring him 
with a seat in t great Con- 
vention of 1835, in which 
were assembled the patriot- 
ism, talent and experience of the 
State. Nor did his appreciative fel- 
low citizens stop here in heapin 
upon him testimonials of their ade 
miration and confidence. 

In 1843 he was chosen to represent 
his District in the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Congress of the 
United States. In this as well as in 
every other capacity, he fulfilled the 
high expectations of his personal and 
political friends. 

Mr. Barringer served in Con 
until 1849, when, under the adminis- 
tration of President Taylor, he was 


sent to the Court.of Spain as En vo 
ate Judge Sandens thy! 


Here he remained until the incomin 
of the administration of Presiden 
Pierce, a period of four years. As a 
diplomist, Mr. Barringer was as suc- 
cessful as he was a legislator. The 
interest and honor of our National 
Government were confided to safe 
hands during his residence in 
Madrid. 

But as high and as numerous as 
were the honors won by this lament- 
ed gentleman on the political arena, 
his true eulogy is to be found in his 
virtues as a man and as a citizen. In 
his walk and conversation in private 
life are to be found a nobler claim to 


the affectionate remembrance of those 
whom he has left behind. As a 


statesman, his record is a proud one; 
but in his character as a christian 
gentleman are to be found attributes 
of a higher and more enduring fame. 

Daniel, Moreau Barringer is dead. 
He has been gathered to his fathers. 
Although he is gone, he has left be- 
hind for our emulation a lofty char- 
acter, and the memory of à useful 
and well-spent life.

manageable and liable todo serious 
damage at any time. There was ab- 
solutely no room for these unſurtu- 
nates, and the Superintendent was 
compelled to decline receiving them. 

If within the means of the State, 
the approaching session of the Leg- 
islature should carry out the idea 
diseussed last winter, of enlarging 
the capacity of the present building, 
or erecting a new Asylum elsewhere.

“In the beginning of the war, 
about the last of May, 61, the Lafay- 
ette Light Infantry, from Fayette- 
ville, XN. C., passed through Peters- 
burg and were drawn up in front of 
Jarratt’s Hotel, and a crowd of ladies 
stood on the verandah and pitehed 
them bouquets. Private Hamilton 
MeMillian had seen a good deal of 
that sort of thing, and he didn’t pick 
upthe flowers much. But a negro 
boy came to him with a beautiful 
inet in his hand, tied with a beau- 
tiful ribbon, and said, “That lady up 
thar said please to accept 'em from 
her.’ Mr. MeMillian received the 
flowers and sent thanks, and looked 
upto see the lady, but there was 
such a crowd, and all of them bow- 
ie tothe soldiers, he couldn't find 
„ut whoshe was. But listen: The 
Howers faded, and he kept the piece 
of ribbon. In double-quicking one 
day on the Peninsula under Magru- 
der he broke his cartridge strap, and 
tied it together with this same piece 
of rilbbon. * 
shortly after this he cut off a piece 
oi flannel from a dead Yankee u- 
ive’s blouse, that a bullet had gone 
through and was bloody, and ‘put it 
in his cartridge-box where he Kept 
his pringing-wire, At the end of his

Having recently made a_ tour 
through some of the most splendid 
Scenery and lovliest sections of Wes- 
tern North Carolina, I propose to 
communicate the impressions made 
upon my mind while bivouacing 
upon her mountains, passing through 
cher sun-lit valleys and drinking from 
her ice-cold springs.
